Various other organizations including the Elks and Rotary clubs 
also appointed representatives. 

Congratulations were offered the originator for his brain 
child, and then. the project was left to die a quick natural death. 

Belle Glade has approximately 15 civic, women’s, social, 
community and fraternal organizations. Surrounding communi- 
ties of South Bay, Pahokee and Canal Point have their pro- 
portionate number. 

Each group has a purpose for existing and each has its own 
community projects. The aims and goals are worthy but often 
at cross purposes. 

For instance, car raffles were held by two groups on the 
same date in the past; consequently, neither encountered the suc- 
cess they would have had otherwise. The same efforts would 
have brought greater proceeds if the public had not been di- 
vided. 

If Belle Glade would shoulder the idea, other Glades com- 
munities would follow, in fact, some promises have been made. 

Right now during the summer season, is the time to act. 
Functions for next season could be synchronized. 

If one organization would take the lead, others would follow. 
Don't condemn the suggestion with the faint praise that it is a 
good ideu.

Too Late To Classify’ 


By Russell Kay 


Arousing public interest in a 
project isn't easy. People for 
the most part are busy with 
their own affairs; they have be- 
come calloused to appeals and 
it takes time and consistent ef-| 
fort to sell an idea no matter 
how good it is. 

In the early twenties when 
they began talking about a road 
across the Everglades from Ft. 
Myers to Miami it was termed 
“ridiculous.” While everyone 
agreed it would be’‘wonderful to 
have such a road, it was gener- 
ally agreed that such a con- 
struction project would be so 
costly it was out of the ques- 
tion. Some folks were content 
to say it was “impossible” and 
let it go at that. 

A few men with courage and 
vision kept right on pushing for 
such a road. To prove that you 
could drive cars across the 
Glades, they formed an organi- 
zation of Tamiami Trail Blaz- 
ers and starting from Ft. My- 
ers with seven automobiles, 
they literally cut their way thru 
cypress swamps, built cordu- 
y roads, d after nearly a 
month arrived triumphantly in 
Miami. This venture captured 
the public's imagination., The 
story of how this little bahd of 
pioneers had mastered the na- 
tion's “last frontier’ made 
newspaper headlines from coast 
to coast. It gave new life to the 
Tamiami Trail project and 
within a few years it became a 
reality. 

When old man George Gandy 
suggested that a bridge be built 
across Tampa Bay to connect 
Tampa and St. Petersburg, folks 
said he as nutty as an al- 
mond bar. But George didn’t let 
that stop him, he kept plugging 
away and finally the bridge 
was built. 

Down in Okeechobee a coun- 
try editor is crusading for the 
construction of a road around 
Lake Okeechobee. He would 
build it on a road bed already 
prepared and contends that its 
construction would not be as 
costly as maintaining existing 
roads in the area today. 

He sold the idea to Governor 
Warren and at the recent Gov- 
ernor’s Day celebration in 
Okeechobee the Governor 
pledged his help in the building 
of this road, and knowing edi- 
tor Ammon McCellan-of the 
Okeechobee News as I do I'm 
confident he will keep work- 
ing for this highway until it is 
finally buif® 

This rapidly growing lake ar- 
needs such a road and I con- 
McCellan that the 
dyke around the lake offers a 
natural road bed far superior 
to the Glades where road build- 
ing is a real problem. In some 
places the muck is 30 feet deep 
and to attempt to provide a per- 
manent rock base would cost a 
fortune. 

As the state develops, a good 
permanent highway around the 
Lake would pay for itself many 
times over for it would carry 
both cross-state and north and 
south traffic and present roads 
in the area are inadequate for 
the present day travel. 

Tourists and visitors who have 
heard of Lake Okeechobee and 
drive by to see it are keenly dis- 
appointed when they tour the 
entire area and never see the 
lake. If a road were constructed 
on top of the levee it would be- 
come a valuable scenic drive. It 
goes without saying that the 
only permanent road that will 
ever be built around the Lake 
will be built on top of these 
dykes, which are themselves 
above the level of damage by 
ground water, and provide a 
ready-made road bed far super- 
ior to any roads that could be 
constructed in the deep muck of 
the lower level. 

Instead of constantly repair- 
ing these old roads in the muck |} 
the lake area could solve its 
road problem as far as the Lake 
is concerned by utilizing these 
dykes, and such a road would 
attract thousands of motorists 
and visitors who now shun the 
area because of the poor con- 
dition of present roads. 

The state has already spent 
thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars trying to maintain roads 
down on the level of the terrain 
in that country which have 
been wavy and dangerous to 
travel. Often they are flooded 
over and washed out 

I understand that the Central 
and Southern Florida Flood 
Control Board and the Army 
Engineers have reached a pract- 
ical agreement whereby these 
levees can be designated high- 
way right-of-way. Now if the 


State Road Departifent would 
seriousl® consider an invest- 


ment in a permanent lake shore 
highway built on the levee it- 
self and stop throwing money 
down a rat hole in an effort ot 
mi in muck-based-roads that 
will never stand up, the whole 
state would benefit.
